SCHOOL BOARD OF DUBLIN, N. H., MARCH 1, 1890. 


The hands upon the face of the world’s great clock admonish us 
that we have arrived at another milestone in the journey of 
life when it becomes our duty to. review the course of educational 
events the past year, and make known to the public, as nearly as 
may be, the situation of our schools, and the direction in which 
they are now drifting. 

The Town District System, together with the expenditure of 
money for extensive permanent repairs of school houses and the 
better equipment of school rooms, has materially increased the du- 
ties of the board, involving a corespondingly heavy draft upon 
their time. 

There was no summer school in No. 5, arrangements having been 
made for the children in that neighborhood to attend other schools. 
On account of the appearance of a malignant type of diphtheria in 
the town of Harrisville, the second term of No. 6 closed without 
examination fifteen days previous to the appointed time, but ar- 
rangements are in progress to open the spring term earlier than 
usual so that those scholars may receive their just amount of 
schooling. Otherwise the schools have harmoniously moved on 
without interruption, or much wasting friction in the school ma- 
chinery. 

It is a manifest fact, not at all peculiar to the town of Dublin, 
that children leave the common schools at an age two or three years 
younger than was the custom at a time not far distant in the past. 
This is a move in the wrong direction. From the age of sixteen 
or seventeen years to nineteen or twenty years is the most impor- 
tant and valuable era in the school-going days of the youth of every 
place where schools have anexistence. Nor do children commence 
regular attendance at school so early in life as once they did. To 
this change we offer no objection.

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From the above it appears that all the second terms of the com- 
mon schools were taught by non-residents. We can call to mind 
but two residents of the town employod as teachers in other places 
the past winter. During the winter commencing in December, 
1847, twenty-two young men and women, having their homes in 
Dublin, were employed as teachers either at home or abroad. In 
this relation the way seems open for an interesting discussion. 
Yor present purposes it will be sufficient to say in brief that one- 
half this falling off may be accounted for by the division of the 
town July 2, 1870, and other influences which together have dimin- 
ished the resident population, at present, to less than one half the 
number of inhabitants in 1874. Whatever reasons may be assigned 
to cancel the remainder of this change one thing is certain: only a 
very limited number of our young folks now are found qualified 
and inclined to choose the occupation of teaching as a desirable 
sphere in which to spend a portion of an honor able and useful life. 


Metuops OF INSTRUCTION. 


We can judge of the efficacy of a special method of instruction 
only by the quality and magnitude of its results. And then, so 
much depends upon the clearness, force and energy of the teacher, 
that often it is hard to decide where the merit or demerit, as the 
case may be,’ belongs. 

Since its birth out of chaos order has been regarded as heaven’s 
primary law, and in school is about the last place where it should 
be repealed. Constant, appropriate occupation for every scholar 
during study hours will do much to nip in the bud all whispering 
and all other kindred misdemeanors among scholars which so soon 
ripen into vicious, stubborn habits. 

Speaking too low and indistinctly is a defect in some of our 
schools, a minority, which always operates adversely to the repu- 
tation of both scholars and teachers. Visitors soon lose their in- 
terest in exercises they cannot hear. 

Again. We find conclusive evidence that teachers, who constantly 
recognize the importance of a vigorous application to the work in 
hand, being at all times, as it were, present in every part of the 
room turning the course of thought from the incipient stages of 
disorder and indolence in the direction of study and preparation 
of lessons to be recited, just by a look, a word, or the gentle laying 
on of hands, ever uttering the truths they teach in tones so ¢lear 
and ringing as to be heard by every one present, are as a class, the 
ones who most expand the usefulness and influence of common 
school instruction. We do not wish to be understood as saying, 
or even intimating, that all others are a failure; far from it. A 
reasonable deliberation is indispensable. It promotes thorough 
teaching, and accurate thinking and learning. 

Than during the past year our schools have never shown great- 
er progress in 1 the art of reading understandingly. The ‘drawl- 
ing”’, ‘‘sing-song”’ and “‘town crier” styles have given place to some- 
thing more intelligent and cultured. In composing and writing 
English correctly a majority have made much advancement, lar eely 
due to the singular ability of the teachers; but as a science gram- 
mar is under a cloud. By some it appears to be considered as ev- 
idence of smartness and pr ogress to be the first to use new slang 
and cant, though in fact it is simply proof of vulgar greatness. 
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But we are more than happy to say that in the use of the English 
language by the pupils of our schools the past year the corruptions 
introduced have been far more than balanced by its refinements. 

In penmanship and pronunciation the schools stand well, though 
the diacritical marks used in the spelling book and dictionary are 
not so well understood as they’ ought to be. Colburn’s Mental 
Arithmetic is one of the few peerless text books and has been in 
our schools more than half a century, but the method of teaching 
it we deem less effectual than that practised during an earlier pe- 
riod of our school history. 


ScHoort Houses. 


At the last annual meeting the district voted an appropriation of 
$350, to be expended by the school board in permanent repairs 
upon school houses Nos. 3 and 2. No. 3 has been thoroughly re- 
paired by renewing all the clapboards, and casings so far as needed, 
and painting them with two coats of lead and oil. The windows 
were lowered eleven inches and in height are now satisfactory. 
The outside boarding was found to consist of matched hemlock 
boards of good quality and well put on. A new floor of matched 
spruce was laid in the school room and central part of the entry 
which was also sheathed with hard pine. A new outside door oc- 
cupies the place of the old one, and those in the inside have 
been made about as good as new. The west part of the entry 
was partitioned off for wood, and with this exception all the in- 
side wood work has received two coats of paint. The ceiling re- 
ceived a coat of tinted kalsomine and the walls are papered with a 
border at the top. Twenty modern, iron-frame, automatic seats 
and a teacher’s desk, occupying much less room than the old ones, 
have been placed in the north part of the room facing the south. 

No. 2 has been improved by renewing the plastering upon the 
ceiling down to the top of the windows, and on the south end and 
apart of the west side of the school room, and partly on the walls of 
the ante-rooms. In general we found the room in about the condition 
Rome was after she began to lose her national honor and prowess 
and had received a visit from the northern barbarians. But the 
inside doors have been renewed and, with the other inside wood- 
work, painted. The plastered walls are covered with paper sur- 
mounted by a border and band moulding. New fastenings have 
been put upon the windows, and locks on all doors in need, and 
the shutter inside the cellar window, through which wood is put 
in, rehung and fastened, so that hereafter we trust there will be no 
entering the house except by the door. 

No. 1. About the same amount of money has been expended 
upon the inside doors that new ones would cost, and an iron-clad 
wood box added to the conveniences of the room. Somethirf 
more is neened in the way of painting and papering, and slight re- 
pairs on the underpinning. 

No. 6 needs about the same repairs as No. 1 

Nos. 4 and 5 are in good condition. 

Mrs. Julia P. Derby placed $5 in the hands of Mr. Henry D. 
Learned to be expended in grading the yard at No. 4, which, with 
4 94-100 dollars added by the school board frem the district appro- 
priation for said purpose, was applied by him and some other res- 
idents of this old district, with a generous gift of their own time 
and labor.

We are not prepared to state the precise amount of money ex- 
pended upon each school house separately as the jobs were, in sey- 
eral respects, done together, but the whole expense, including the 


purchasing of two clocks was $330 75 
Amount of appropriation 300 00 
Leaving unexpended in the hands of the board 19 25 


New clocks have been procured for Nos. 2 and 3, and six maps 
of the U.S., about four feet square, have been placed upon, and 
now make attractive, the walls of the several school rooms. To 
promote the comfort of scholar and visitors ten settees, each eight 
feet long, have been distributed among the six schools. When ap- 
plied for, wash-dishes, towels and soap have been supplied. 

We have uniformly found the rooms neat, clean, and as free 
from dust as circumstances would permit. Some of the new set- 
tees have been marred by the prints of boot heels. Such rude con- 
duct should at once catch the eye of the teacher and receive a just 
rebuke. ; 

Since the statute, directing the school board to furnish text 
books, came in force, we have furnished, not a large number, 
which are now at the teachers’ desks. 


SPECIAL REPORTS. 


No. 1 both terms, No. 4, second term, No. 5, the one only term. 
We mention the above named terms for the sole reason that they 
were very much alike. In them all the instruction was eminenly 
scholarly and refined. Each day’s work was ushered in by appro- 
priate devotional exercises, in No. 4 unusually impressive. In No. 
1 first term, next followed sentiments by members of the school, 
in No. 5 calisthenic exercises. With individual exceptions the 
reading was well done, in some cases so well as to deserve ap- 
plause. Spelling is now mostly done incidentally, and with what 
effect time only can decide. All who practised writing gained 
much. Book-keeping in No. 1, second term, was admirable, 
though gramatically, some specimens were considerably better 
than others. In other respects these terms discovered many excel- 
lencies, and very little that deserves criticism. Generally the de- 
portment of the scholars was exceptionally good, though a few 
have reason to blush for their conduct as indicated by the teacher’s 
marks. One scholar in No. 1 is marked down to 87. 


NO. 2. 


First term. The examination program commenced with the 
Lord’ prayer in concert, and was followed by a lively song. Ar- 
tistic floral ornaments adorned the room. Special and general 
knowledge combine to make the teacher’s instruction comprehen- 
Sive. She is continually sowing broadcast among her 
pupils the accumulated information of a large experience. All 
were kept at work to such an extent that in some cases there ap- 
peared to be danger that too many topics might be under consid- 
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eration at once. Some of the scholars kept diaries which were 
profitably used as a means of correct spelling, pr onunciation, ete. 
We were highly pleased with the reading and superior drill in 
mental arithmetic, though in some instances there seemed to be too 
little thinking offset by “too much guessing. Pronunciation, and 
the elementary sounds of the English language, received mer- 
ited attention. The room was out of repair “and shabby but was 
left in excellent order, with information in the desk to enable the 
next teacher to classify the school understandingly. 

Second term. Scriptural readings were first in order. The 
teacher’s literary resources are abundant, her methods of the nor- 
mal school type, and she led he flock directly to the fountain of 
knowledge where all who were athirst freely partook of the re- 
freshing waters. There was some lack of vigor and executive 
ability, “and as some of the boys, at the age of li fe when we expect 
them to begin to put on manhood, were decidedly indocile, retard- 
* ing the progress of other scholars, and to some extent neutr alizing 
‘the efforts of the teacher, the term came short of a desirable issue. 
Nevertheless, quite a portion of the school made good progress, 
though a majority spoke too feebly to render their lessons interest- 
ing. The teacher was patient and conscientious in the discharge 
of her arduous duties, and with different environments her ser- 
vices might have been of increased value. 


NO. 3. 


Two terms by the same instructor. At the close of the first term 
there was a misunderstanding whether the examination would. 
take place in the forenoon or afternoon. But by delaying the ex- 
ercises until somewhat past nine o’clock and despatching ‘‘order- 
lies” in various directions to notify, as far as practicable, a goodly 
number of parents and others gave their attendance. The teacher 
excels in being methodical, every move seeming to be part of a 
system; a statement which would ill apply to some others. School 
opened as others did. All the exercises were in tones refreshingly 
loud and distinct, and were evidence of fair progress. It is not 
however considered a sufficient solution of an example in mental 
arithmetic to merely give the answer without the process. Many 
of the scholars are able to think successfully. The school needs 
drill in the art of evlling words at sight. It requires extra effort 
to enable French children to speak English with facility. There 
was a good recitation in rea/, /ive grammar. In deportment one 
boy was **marked down” to 65; The others were more nearly 
where they ought to be. 
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NO. 4. 


First term. The reading was intelligent with accent an empha- 
sis well placed; arithmetic, including board exercises, correct; 
physical ceography thorough and interesting. In other branches 
there was a fair amount of scholarship. A marvelous quiet per- 
_ vaded the room otherwise we could not have heard all that was 
said. This school is distinguished for docility. 

For the second term, also for school No. 5, see remarks under 
No. 1

NO 6. 


First term. The teacher was intellectually well qualified, spirit- 
ed and faithful, and kept the room free from dust and well venti- 
lated. The clearness and force of utterance by the scholars easily 
discovered progress. In geo@raphy and mathematics the showing 
was above mediocrity. In deportment the girls were highly mer- 
itorious; the boys not so good; three scholars are marked conspic- 
uously low. ; 

Second term. The teacher was one whom long experience had 
qualified to select from many expedients those best adapted to pro- 
mote the good of all concerned, and we anticipated an abundant 
harvest. But, as befor stated, the school closed without examina- 
tion three weeks before its time, so we have not the data for giv- 
ing particulars. Its outside reputation was good. Only 5 tardi- 
nesses are down in the register. 


During the spring of 1889, by his invitation, the young folks 
met at the high school-room each afternoon for two weeks for 
practice in reading under the instruction of Rev. Granville Pierce. 
This was the begining of the uncommon progress in this funda- 
mental branch of learning the past year. 

During the past autumn and winter there have been many meet- 
ings for mutual intellectual and moral improvement, and social in- 
tercourse. Such associations are practical and very useful and 
should be encouraged, provided they are adjourned at a seasonable 
hour in the evening. But when they continue late into the night, 
to ‘‘the small hours,” they induce nervous debilitv and weaken the 
vital forces, and thus, to a certain extent, incapacitate the mind 
for acquiring good or resisting evil. No one will ever reach an 
unhappy condition or an undesirable goal if he do not, like Lot, 
in the beginning merely pitch his tent in the wrong direction.

And let all keep in mind that moral forces undeilie all 
that shall ultimately prevail; that truth is a fortress upon a hill not 
to be commanded.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF THE APPLETON FUND. 


READING SCHOOL. 


Rev. Granville Pierce, feeling a desire to improve the reading of 
the young people, opened a school for that purpose in the high 
school room, which continued two weeks during the latter part of 
February and early part of March, 1889. Nearly forty different 
persons attended, who received important instruction and training 
in reading, and showed commendable progress at the close of the 
school. The instruction was continued longer by evening sessions 
at the parsonage. More definite and correct ideas of reading aloud 
or in public were impressed upon the pupils. We have reason to 
believe the benefits of the instruction will reach far into the future. 
The teacher was willing to accept only the nominal compensation 
of $10.00, which was paid from income of the Appleton fund. 


Hicgu ScHoou. 


The high school, under the instruction of Miss Carrie A. Whit- 
tier of Deerfield Centr e, N. H., a graduate of our state normal 
school, opened on the twenty-thir d day of August last and continued 
eleven weeks. The school commenced with eleven boys and nine 
girls. Whole number of different pupils, 24. Average daily at- 
tendance, 20. Percentage of attendance, 96. Clara Perry was 
neither late nor absent during the term. Number of visits, 50, of 
which but a small part were by parents. 

In the list of studies pursued, we find by the register 24 pupils 
attending to reading, spelling, arithmetic and drawing, composi- 
tion 17, geography 12, Algebra 6, and grammar 4. Much attention 
was devoted to reading and the correct use of the English language, 
in which the scholars showed marked progress at the close of the 
school. Good progress was also made in the other studies pursued. 
The fact that the number of pupils increased during the term rath- 
er than diminished, as in several previous years, is encouraging. 
At the closing examination the pupils spoke in too low and indis- 
tinct tones to be readily heard by the large number of visitors 
whose presence indicated their interest. 

At the close of the school an interesting exhibition was given by 
teacher and scholars, showing much preparation and proficiency in 
that department. School entertainments and exhibitions have their 
use in drawing out the different capacities of the scholars and de- 
veloping their confidence before the public. Too frequent social 
entertainments accompanied by late hours during school terms, we 
believe to be detrimental to the best progress and improvement of 
the scholars. 

The teacher’s wages, $75.00, were paid by town appropriation. 
Board and incidental expenses, $42.00, from income of the Apple- 
ton fund.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, 


on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at nine of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers, agents, auditors, and 
committees for the ensuing year. 


3. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, officers, or commit- 
tees heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


4, Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of schools, for the maintenance of the poor, for the laying 
out and repairing highways, and building and repairing bridges, 
and for other necessary charges arising within the town. 

5. To determine how much money the town will raise to re- 
pair highways and bridges in the summer season, and the manner 
in which the same shall be expended. 


6. To sce if the town will appropriate a sum of money not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars for the purpose of of observing Memorial 
Day, or act anything in relation thereto. 

7. Tosee if town will appropriate a sum of money not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars for the town library, or act anything in 
relation therto. 


8. To see if the town will vote to accept the Juvenile and So- 
cial Library, and unite the same with the town library, or act any- 
thing relative thereto.
